Bay Materials 

5. The following livestock and raw materials were brought to the combine by 
rail: 

a. About 3500 head of cattle and 1*000 head of other types of livestock 
were brought to the combine daily from October to May. Other than 
cattle, more pigs were shipped to the meat plant than goats, rams or 
sheep. Horses were not slaughtered at the plant. In the slack season. 
May to October, about 2000 head of cattle and about 3 ( XX) head of other 
types of livestock arrived daily at the combine. These animals were 
raised either for food or for use in preparing products from animal 
fat. All the ruminants, and about 80 percent of the pigs were Soviet 
bred animals . The rest of the sw ine were imported from China, Poland 
Hungary. {_ the pigs which arrived by train, wer e 

fed and watered during the shipment.

pigs came from China, Poland, or Hungary. In addition, the pigs had 
Lati n or Chinese letters branded on their hams and/or shoulders. [ 
r the Hungarian and Polish pigs were bigger and heavier than 

those raised in the Soviet Union.

6. Cn top of the veterinary station, shewn as point 7, page 2 , there was a 
water reservoir, capacity unknown. There were underground pipelines for 
besting, swale refrigeration, end sewage, but source knew only of 
their existence and had no additional details.

8. I all the c e d bine products were stamped "Moekovakly ttyaso 25X1 

Kfrtinat Tarot Mikoyana". The finished products were packed in cans, 
cardboard boxes, or heavy paper bags, or they were shipped as cut up 
sections at neat or strings of sausages. 

9* At the southeastern corner of the ccatdna, five single track railroad lines 
entered the cokbiae. These lines were connected to the Moscow railroad net, 
end were of the standard Busatatt gauge. A single track line serviced the 
various codrtne buildi ng s, shewn as paint 12, page 4 . There were 

four loading platforms, shown as point 4, page 2 . 

10. The cakbiaa area had asphalt covered roads, about five asters vide, shewn 
as point £2, page 5 > These roads were in good condition and fully 
adequate to the nee ds of the enditiw. The cokhlno had about 190 delivery 
vehicles, half of then Moskvich passenger cars converted into delivery 
trucks, and half of then one and one-half-tan Molotov trades. These 
trucks delivered the final products to stores in the Moscow area. Besides 
these delivery vehicles, three-tan Anqr trucks end civilian trucks of 
various sines from hospitals, organisations, etc., cane to the cckbiae to 
pick up sides of neat, sausages, and canned meat. Host of the finished 
products of the widiiw were shipped cut via trucks. There was no water 
transportation to or from the plant. 

11. The ccafeine had many storage facilities. Incasing cattle which could not be

Work Schedules and Conditions 

13. Kxcept for the office personnel, the directors, madical personnel, and 
ptoaxaaeeutieal technicians, all other sections worked in three shifts, 
approximately 3250 people assigned to each shift. The working hours 
wars from 0000 to 1600, 1600 to 2400, sad 2400 to 0000, with half an 
hour for lunch. The working hours were 45 hours per six-day week. The 
office employees worked free 0900 to 1700 hours, with half an aour off 
for lunch. 

14. Za the alow season. May to October, only 60 or 70 percent of the normal 
niter of cattle arrived at the cosfeine. During this slack period, about 
30 percent of the combine employees were sent to kolkhoxy near Moscow, 
where they remained for the suner. They helped with the planting, haying, 
harvesting, cattle, etc, and received in turn free bed and board at the 
kolkhon, and in addition, 50 percent at their regular wages paid at the 
Mtkoyan Meat Combine. 

15. All workers received 10 days aimial leave with pay, to be take n whenever 

desired. Certain employees who were exposed to harmful working conditions, 
such as the people tending the boilers which converted bones and in- 
testines into boneasal, were given 30 days leave with pay annually. 2 

The average pay of the saplcye a was about 1000 rubles monthl y. 

The slaughterers earned 1500 rubies monthly, the people working 
in coin storage and in the ammonia factory earned 1200 rubles monthly. 

The office personnel, unskilled earners, and laborers earned about 700 
rubles monthly. Xn addition, the people In the sausage and swat canning 
factories could eat all the neat or sausages they wanted.

page 2 ), at the truck gate (See point 21 , page 5 ), and at the main

The guards 
wore civilian clothes, and were not armed, upon entering and leaving 
the mein gate, all employees had to show the combine pass, which was 
retained in the employee's possession.
